After  being  dyed,  attractive  patterns  in  White  are  produced  upon  it  by  printing  an  oxidizing 
agent,  which  when  passed  through  a  chemical  bath,  cuts  or  removes  the  Indigo  wherever  it  has 
been  printed,  leaving  the  pure  White  of  the  fabric  to  form  the  pattern  in  White  on  the  Indigo. 

We  make  a  specialty  of  Plain  Shade  Indigos,  of  a  very  rich  and  desirable  color.

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ROLLER  ROOM 


Every  pattern  printed  requires  one  or  more  copper  rollers,  and  our  numerous  lines  of  work, 
with  their  varied  patterns,  compel  us  to  keep  thousands  of  these  rollers  always  in  condition  to  be 
printed. 

This  cut  shows  one  of  the  rooms  devoted  to  the  storing  of  these  rollers,  and  gives  an  idea 
of  some  of  the  requirements  of  a  large  Print  Works,  and  of  the  number  of  copper  rollers 
required  to  run  such  an  establishment.  Each  roller  averages  140  pounds,  making  hundreds 
of  tons  of  copper  in  all. 
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Our  Indigo  Blue  and  Gold  is  the  best  64x64  print  cloth  fabric.  It  is  the  further  development 
of  the  Indigo  Blue  and  White,  warranted  dyed  with  pure  Indigo,  and  the  same  in  every  respect, 
except  that  an  attractive  shade  of  Yellow  is  introduced  into  the  pattern,  printed  by  means  of  a 
second  copper  roller. 

The  White  shown  in  the  pattern  is  produced  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  Indigo  Blue  and 
White,  and  the  Yellow  by  printing  a  color  that  will  discharge  the  Indigo  wherever  it  is  printed, 
leaving  an  absolutely  fast  Yellow. 
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For  a  number  of  years  chemists  and  printers  have  tried  to  print  a  brilliant  Red  upon 
Dyed  Indigo  Blue  that  would  be  absolutely  fast  and  a  satisfactory  color.  We  have  been  the  first 
to  successfully  produce  this  desirable  novelty,  and  have  had  our  Indigo  Blue  and  Red  upon  the 
market  for  over  a  year  with  wonderful  success. 

This  fabric  is  the  best  64x64  print  cloth,  dyed  and  printed  in  a  similar  manner  to  the  Indigo 
Blue  and  Gold.  It  is  warranted  dyed  with  pure  Indigo.  The  Red  is  a  very  rich  and  absolutely 
fast  color,  and  is  combined  with  White  in  exceedingly  attractive  and  stylish  patterns.

It  is  situated  in  the  new  building  erected  especially  for  the  printing 
of  Greys,  perfectly  lighted  with  large  windows  of  prismatic  glass,  and  supplied  with  every 
convenience.

Our  Shipping  Department  is  unequaled  for  its  efficiency  and  perfection  by  that  of  any 
establishment  in  the  world,  and  our  facilities  for  direct  shipments  are  unparalleled.  A  track  of 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad  extends  into  our  storehouse,  giving  opportunity 
to  load  cases  directly  into  the  cars,  without  outdoor  cartage  and  its  element  of  uncertain 
weather  conditions.  Our  storehouse  is  near  the  Fall  River  Line,  the  Enterprise  Transportation 
Company,  the  Joy  Line,  and  the  Winsor  Line,  giving  direct  shipment  by  boat  to  New  York 
and  Philadelphia.  Lighters  from  our  own  dock  connect  with  the  Merchants  &  Miners 
Transportation  Company  in  Providence,  by  which  goods  are  shipped  to  the  South  and  Southwest, 
via  Baltimore  or  Norfolk.
